City Committees Working 
On Street List, Budget 


Committee sessions by Granite 
City council members Monday 
night varied in length from a 
few minutes to over an hour, 
following an 80-minute council 
meeting. 

The longest meeting was held 
by the Street and Alley commit¬ 
tee. The members endeavored to 
set up a motor fuel .tax priority 
' list for street improvements and 
reach an agreement bn the num¬ 
ber of men to be added to the 
street department to fill nine 
vacancies. 

Chairman G. H. Sternberg is 
to call another session of the 
committee before next Monday 
night’s council session to prepare 
recommendations to be presented 
to the council.

Bids are to be opened June 3 
on a $50,000 estimated improve¬ 
ment to West 22nd street and 
$10,000 project on Leyden ave¬ 
nue, and resurfacing of State 
street from 18th to 23rd street 
earlier had been given a priority, 
estimated to cost $80,000. 

The committee agreed that the 
proposed $80,00fl improvement , 


■ for Johnson road should be un¬ 
dertaken as soon as possible. 
Also discussed were the $100,000 
proposed improvement to Wa¬ 
bash avenue between Johnson 
and Pontoon roads, the esti¬ 
mated $80,000 track removal 
project on Madison avenue from 
14th to 19th street and several 
smaller projects. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Paul Rutledge said his commit¬ 
tee, with members Charles 
Moerlien, William McGee and J. 
D. Bergfield, conferred with 
Comptroller John Dooher on the 
pending 1963-64 city budget. 

Dooher is to compile an esti¬ 
mate of city income, and depart¬ 
ment heads are to submit basic 
budget needs to the committee. 
"The Personnel committee is to 
continue meeting with city em¬ 
ployees on wages, which also 
would reflect in the budget,” 
Rutledge said. 

The committee is to meet 
again next Monday night prior 
to the council session. 

Other committees meeting, this 
past Monday night were Mrs. 
Betinec’s Legislative committee 
and the Pollution Study commit¬ 
tee headed by Moerlien. Mrs. 
Betinec’s group conferred with 
Carl Mathias of Illinois Power 
Co. on pending state legislation 
involving utilities,- and the Pol¬ 
lution committee arranged for 
its trip today to the state Sani¬ 
tary Water Board office at 
Springfield._

A bill to authorize cities to 
increase a cigaret tax from one 
to three cents a package and to 
boost municipal sales tax from a 
half cant to one per cent was in¬ 
troduced this week in the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

The; bill, which also would per¬ 
mit an increase of a municipal 
service occupation tax from a 
half cent to one cent, was spon¬ 
sored • by the Illinois Municipal 
League. Similar bills were sub¬ 
mitted in both the Senate and 
the Hbuse. 

Offered in the Senate was a 
bill to create a new state com¬ 
mission of 15 members to study 
the feasibility of creating a new 
state code Department of Com¬ 
merce. It carries a $20,000 ap¬ 
propriation for commission ex¬ 
penses and would require a re¬ 
port in 1965. 

Another Senate bill would 
amend the state narcotic act to 
provide for voluntary petition by 
addicts or by reputable citizens 
in any county alleging that a 
person was an addict and in 
need of treatment. 

Municipal Co l: Amendment 

An amendment of the Illinois 
Municipal Code was proposed to 
eliminate penalties where a per- 


son can prove that at the time 
of arrest he had paid a motor 
vehicle tax and was Issued a li¬ 
cense tax decal which was not 
displayed in the vehicle at the 
time of an alleged violation. 

Sen. Paul Simon was a co¬ 
sponsor of the biennial appropri¬ 
ation of $975,318;620 for the state 
public works department.

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Full Campu* Essential 
For New University 

If it is merely a matter of clearing up the legal 
niceties, reversal of the Southwestern Illinois Uni¬ 
versity site condemnation case should present no 
major problems. 

But there can be no acquiescence to the con¬ 
tention that the university has no nght to acqmr* 
land, or that the acreage sought is not needed, line 
attempt to establish an outstanding-center of j l«» r n- 
ing on an adequate campus must be defended to 
the highest court, if need be. 

There is ample precedent for a university to 
establish a branch. The University of Illinois is do¬ 
ing this at present in Chicago, and it is a common 
practice in other states. Although there is no quitk 
take” provision, such as for highways, public uni¬ 
versities traditionally have been empowered to Re¬ 
quire property as long as there is fair compensation 
of those who are affected. 

The decision as to how many acres are need¬ 
ed can best be made by experienced educators, 
rather than by displaced property owners. J he 
plans for a 2600-acre site are justified by the huge 
enrollment potential and. in fact, have been widely 
acclaimed as reflecting wisdom and foresight. 

Instead of attempting to block the new univer¬ 
sity or severely limit its development, residents of 
the Illinois Metropolitan Area ought to welcome 
it as the educational, cultural and economic stimu¬ 
lus that it is. . 

Effort* To Improve Mitchell 
Fire Service Should Continue 

Defeat of the 25-cent tax rate plan under¬ 
scores voters' hesitation to approve higher taxes, 
but it need not be a permanent setback in the cam¬ 
paign to provide improved Mitchell fire fighting 
service. 

Citizens have every right to take a close look 
at governmental spending proposals, but it was un¬ 
fortunate that some listened to the Madison County 
Taxpayers' Association, which has a record of ob¬ 
structionism and scant regard for the merits of spe¬ 
cific proposals.

Proposed Fencing Would Beautify 
State As Viewed From Its Highways 

Beautification of Illinois scenery, a i viewed 
from the ribbons of concrete that criss-cross tho 
length and breadth of the state, is receiving major 
attention in the 1963 legislative session, with sev¬ 
eral differing measures introduced. 

Major target is the auto graveyard, which 
seemingly can be made attractive only by being 
hidden. If uniformly administered, such a law 
would be fair and would merely increase the cost 
of conducting metal salvage work—-the price of 
doing business in a society more and 4 more con¬ 
cerned with esthetic values. 

Latest bill would require a high fence around 
junkyards located within a half-mile of a highway. 
Earlier proposals specified a quarter-mile distance; 
one required a fence eight feet tall, another ten 
feet high and a third required two rows of spruce, 
fir or pine trees spaced 14 feet apart. 

The plans are reminiscent of the effective use 
of trees bordering the industrial property along k 
East 23rd street. They deserve serious study by Illi¬ 
nois lawmakers. 

Final Non-Referendum Levee Bond 
Spending Caused Sharp Tax Rate Boost 

Jolted by their first $4 total tax rate in recent 
memory. Granite Cityans will join with other resi¬ 
dents of the East Side Levee and Sanitary District 
in paying a 44.1-cent levee tax on each $100 as¬ 
sessed vrfluation this summer. 

Up nearly a full nickel over that of a year 
ago. the Levee Board rate newly announced for the 
1962 tax year is the last that will reflect non-refer¬ 
endum bond spending. 

The parting shot was a severe one. and brings 
back memories of the manner in which the final 
bond issue—further aggravating the spending im¬ 
balance between northern and southern parts of the 
district—was carried out just before the deadline 
imposed by the state legislature. 

Happily, taxpayers can look for the levee 
rate to begin a steady decline next year, providing 
that the General Assembly allows no tampering 
with the bond deadline it set in its previous ses-
